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RESTRIKING OF WOODS = AN ARTICLE BY TOM HUDSON: A while ago I was talking to a 
very close friend of one of the Jargest makers of wooden money (not from 
Minneapolis, Minn). The subject of therestriking of wooden money came up in the 
conversation - the ensuing conversation was more or less like this-'if the only 
money I made in wooden nickels was for the gales of just the exact amount of 
wood ordered I would have been broke years agoe I run ads for various varieties 
of wooden money commenoratives, for oxample= churches, stores, fraternal 
organizations, etc, I use the diss over again to make wood for resale to anybody 
who wants to buy wooden money, This is my livlihood ~ making and selling wooden 
money =~ so what wood people want to buy I sell them As long as people want to 
buy wooden money I can stay in business.’ Another wooden nickel maker told me 
he makes the amount ordered by the custonm plus a half dozen over in case of off 
center or samples for other customms, He doesn't sell any wood other than whats 
ordered, Mr. Kozma told me he makes a half dozen or so for his files, Othsr 
makers of wood I have not corresponded with on their policies, (Ed, note= see 
letter from Jack Huggins in August 1978 issue of Timbor Talk for his policy.) 

In my opinion people collect what they want and if they want wood (not the 
Colors designated bu the Chamber of Commerce or business putting them out) 

that is their business. Lozally the collector can't tell the wooden money 

maker what he ean do with the dies unless they buy thn, then if you order 1000 
pieces it's not likely the maker can restrike any woods or when you get them 
number them yourself and then you can announce any wood without a nurber are 

not officially’issued by the tow or place on the wooed, So all in all if you 
want to be positive your wood is '¢enuine’ buy from the tom officials or if 

you bny on a Bid or from another collectorcheck it out if you think it's a 
restrike - mail it back, This contoversy will go on as long as people 

collect wood, Rember the old saying "CAVEAT EIPTOR" - Let the Buyer Beware,
